The Council voted on August 19, 2020 to accept a $116,115.94
FEMA AFG Grant Award that will allow for the purchase of three
defibrillator monitors. Still no word on the SAFER Award

Civil Service job qualifications for Assistant Chief have been met
The Police Civil Service Exam will be given on September 26 and
October 3, 2020. 130+ people have signed up. The test will be given
on the LFD apparatus room floor, in order to assist Civil Service

The Firefighter Civil Service Exam will be given on October 10, 2020.
80+ people have sighed up. Chief Brady is requesting that the Civil
Service Commission correct the test as rapidly as possible

29 people were canvassed on the list to take the Agility Test. It will
be given to four individuals this Saturday, September 12, 2020

Not many building inspections have been done because of COVID-19.
LFD has four people certified to conduct the inspections, and 7 or 8
are needed

Front Line Supervisor Training (FLPTS) must be done in NYC, by law.
The program is completely filled through the end of 2020. Chief
Brady hopes to send one lieutenant in the spring of 2021 and one in
the fall of 2021
